WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—A lelegrtdn 


was received at the Japanese legation, 
announcing that a general engagement 
between the Japanese and Chinese 
forces took place at" Ping Yang, near 
the northern frontier of Corea, on the 
15th ingt., and resulted in a decisive 
victory for the Japanese. 


The officials of the legation expect to 


receive full details of'the battle 'in a 
short time. They state that this is the 
first official intelligence received at the 
legation in regard to the fighting in 
north Corea, concerning ' which there 
have been so many and such conflicting 
rumors and on that account they re- 
gard it as very important since it con- 
tains the only authorized statement of 
what really happened 
in northern

IOHDO'N, Sept. 17.—A dispatch to the 


Times from Yokohama today says that 
news has been received there from 
Hiroahima that the Japanese have won 
a great victory at Ping Yang. No de- 
tails are given. 


THE BATTLE IN DETAIL. 


LONDON, Sept. 17—A dispatch re- 


ceived here from Seoul, dated yester- 
day, says that during the evening of 
Thursday last a Japanese colurcnefrom 
Fung San, made a reconniasanoe in 
force, drawing the fire of the Chinese 
forts and ascertaining accurately their 
disposition. This done, the Japanese 
fell back in good order, with little 
loss.

On Friday night, the dispatch adds, 


all the Japanese forces were in posit'on 
for a combined attack. The Sen San 
columne was threatening the Chinese 
left flank. The Pong San columne was 
facing the Chinese center and the 
Hwang Zu columne was operating on 
the Chinese right. The latter columne 
had been reinforced the day before by 
a detchment of marines and bluejackets 
from the fleet stationed at the mouth 
of the Ta-Tong river. 
The Chinese 


utilized their old defences at Ping 
Yang by throwing up new works, with 
the result that'their position was ex- 
ceptionally strong 


The battle opened on Saturday morn- 


ing at daybreak, with a direct cannon- 
ade upon the Chinese works, and this 
fire was continued without cessation 
until after noon. The Chinese fought 
their guns well, replying effectively to 
the Japanese fire. At 2 p. m. a body 
of Japanese infantry was thrown for- 
ward in skirmish order and kept up a 
rifle fire upon the enemy until dusk. 


All the fighting during the day waa 


done by the Ping San columne. The 
Chinese defenses suffered exceedingly 
from the Japanese fire; but it is doubtr 
ful if the losses on either side were 
great, as the troops, both Chinese and 
Japanese, took every advantage possi- 
ble of the shelter which the earth- 
works, on one side, and the nature of 
the ground on the other, 
afforded 


them 
The flank attacks upon the 


Chinese position did not develop any 
material advantage during the day, al- 
though the Japanese gained some in 
the position. Bat they mainly occu- 
pied the same ground at night aa when 
the attack upon the enemy was opened. 
The firing waa continued, at intervals, 
throughout the night. 


In the meantime the two flanking 


columns of the Japanese drew a cor- 
don around the Chinese troops and at 
3 o'clock in the morning, the Japanese 
att»ok was delivered simultaneously 
and with admirable precision. The 
Chinese lines, which were strong in 
front, were found to be weak in the 
rear and the Chinese, utterly utisus 


picious of the Japanese attack from 
that quarter, were taken completely bj 
surprise, became panic stricken and 
were out down and bayoneted by the 
hundreds 
So well was the Japanese 


attack directed that the Chinese were 
surrounded at every point and eventu- 
ally sought safety in flight 


Defending the entrenchment, how- 


ever, were some of Viceroy Li Hung 
Chang's picked Chinese troops, drilled 
by Europeans. These sol-Uers made a 
determined stand to the last and were 
cut down to a man. 


The Pong San columns swarming 


over the damaged dfenses of the Chi- 
nese front completed the route of the 
Chinese and the whole of the latter's 
position was captured by the troops of 
the mikado 


Some idea of the manner in which 


the Japanese attack was delivered may 
be judged from the fact that one-hour 
after 
the 
early 
morning 
attack 


commenced the 
strongly defended 


position of Ping Yangwas in the hands 
of the Japanese troops. 


It is believed that the Chinese posi- 


tion at Ping Yang was defended by 
20,000 Chinese, of whom only a few 
succeeded in escaping. 


The Japanese victory was brilliant 


anol complete. An immense amount of 
provisions, aftas, ammunition and other 
stores, iu addition to hundreds of flags 
were captured by the Japanese in the 
Chinese camps and entrenchments 
It 


is estimated that the Chinese lost 
16,000 men in killed, wounded and 
prisoners. 


Among the captured Chinese are 


leveral of the most prominent com- 
manding officers in the Chinese troops 
in Corea; only a few of the Chinese 
commanders succeeded in escaping and 
these got away almost immediately 
after the Japanese made their attack 
upon the Chinese's rear. Among the 
Chinese commanders taken prisoners 
was General Tso Fonk-Wai, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the 
Manchurian 


arm, who fought deperately to the last 
and who only yeilded when he was 
baily wounded. 


The Japanese loss was trifling when 


compared with that of the Chinese, 
only thirty Japanese being killed and 
270 wounded. Eleven Japanese officers 
are included in this number and the 
loss of the Japanese was incurred main., 
ly during the first day's fighting. The/ 
loss of the Japanese during the night 
attack was very small, due to the fact 
that the Chinese, taken by suprise, 
became panic stricken, threw away 
their arms and fled, thus throwing into 
confusion the regiments which other- 
wise might have been counted upon to 
make a better stand. 


The Japanese, when this dispatch 


was sent, were in active pursuit of the 
fugitive Chinese, and as nearly all of 
the latter were without arm?, having 
thrown them away during the panic, 
they will undoubtedly surrender as 
soon as the Japanese overtake them. 


So far aa the active operations of the 


Chinese in Corea are concerned, the 
war ia practically at an end for a long 
time to come and the mainland of Corea 
may be said to be completely in the 
hands of the Japanese. 
The Coreans, 


who have shown sympathy for the 
Chinese, and a few detached bands of 
Chinese troops may continue a guerilla 
warfare for some time to come, but 
until China succeeds in getting another 
army into Corea that country will re- 
main in the undisturbed possession of 
Japan. 


And, in view of previous reports r e- 


eeived as to the terrible condition of 
the roads in the north and the utter 
impossibility of moving guns and sup- 
plies southward, it is not likely that 
there will he any more fighting of im- 
portance during the present year. 


The Japanese are, naturally, highly 


elated over their victory and it IB hoped 
that it may serve as a basis for peace 
negotiations. 
Inquiries at the Japa- 


nese legation here confirm the reports 
received regarding the victory of the 
Japanese at Ping Yau.

John P Jones, of Nevada, has been re- 
quested by the republican state central 
committee to resign his seat in the 
United States senate to which he was 
elected by republicans This request 
is made in a long letter which wag 
drafted by Chairman Trennor Goffin, 
and approved by the state central com- 
mittee at a meeting held in this city. 
The letter exhaustively reviews Senator 
Jones' letter of August 29th, to the 
former chairman of the committee, 
Enoch Strother, in which Jones an- 
nounces that he has left the republican 
party to join the populists and severely 
criticises his course of action. The 
main points of the letter are as follows 


You say that you have not changed 


your principles—well and good. Then 
it follows that you have merely changed 
your name, and instead of calling your- 
self a republican you will hereafter 
term 'yourself a populist 
Do these 


shining examples of populist influence 
(conspicuous among others that of your 
own colleague) with which you are 
daily and hourly confronted in the 
lenate, justify the belief that such a 
change will add to your prestige and 
power as a member of that body ? Do 
not the cases of SuTincr and Schurz 
and Turnbull and many others furnish 
the most painful reminders that the 
day upon which a brilliant and dis- 
tinguished party leader breaks away 
from the organization in which he has 
won his fame marks the beginning of 
his political decline? 
Can you reason- 


ably expect different results? 


But by what mental processes you ar- 


rive at the conclusion that the great 
principle involved requires you to part 
company with the republican party of 
Nevada, yonr letter entirely fails to 
disclose. You conceded that we were 
true to the cause of silver; then why do 
you abandon us? If we are true to 
silver, why does not devotion to that 
'principle,1 of which you write so elo- 
quently, require you to remain true to 
ml Not only have we been true to 
the cause of silver, but we have been 
true to every other great principle that 
yon held dear, and more than all, we 
have been fidelity itself to you 
Then, 


wo ask again, why have you abandoned 
us? 


The silver party does not accept your 


name, while the populist party does 
not accept your creed, so that upon 
every recognized political principle you 
are literally left without a party in the 
state of Nevada. The publication of 
your letter has not caused even a 
waver in the ranks, and no defection 
of any leader, however great and dis- 
tinguished, will cause them to swerve a 
hair' breadth from what they believe to 
be their duty. 


In conclusion we deire to remind 


you that you were elected to 
the 


United States senate as a republican by 
the republican party. In the strictest 
sense the office is a political one, and 
the republican party is entitled to rep- 
resentation for the full term of six 
years from the 4th of March, 1891. As 
you now announce that you can no 
longer act with the party that elected 
you, every consideration of propriety 
and delicacy requires you to resign. 
In the name of the republican party of 
Nevada, we respectfully request you to 
do oo.

Sunday evenings he has dispensed 
with the usual services and given ex- 
hibitions of slate writing and mind- 
reading from hia pulpit, finally issuing 
bold defiance to spiritualists generally 
by a claim that he could duplicate any 
and all tricks performed by a medium, 
Therefore, Wardwell. who has a state 
reputation, was sent for, and arrived 
Saturday with his wife and three chil- 
dren.

rewards of success they had to go 
through a period of hard climbing. Of 
none of the railroad men whose names 
are well known to this generation is 
this statement truer than it was of the 
late John Newell of Cleveland, for years 
and to the day of his recent death pres- 
ident of the Lake Shore railroad. Mr. 
Newell had uot only to climb, bnt lio 
had to climb a long way, for when he 
went into the calling which ho adorned 
for so many years he was not at all well 
off, and his progress was hindered not 
a little at first by his straitened circum- 
stances. But ho had health, intelligence 
and persistence — three qualities that al- 
ways stand a man in good stead — and 
his rise, though slow at first, was cer- 
tain and irresistible. Dnrmg his climb- 
ing years he got so in the habit of being 
constantly occupied that when he had 
attained tho heights he found it impos- 
sible to ease up on Himself by delegating 
to others many minor matters that 
could just as well been done by young- 
er, less crowded officials.

The story of his climb- 
ing is one of the most interesting ro- 
mances of perseverance I have ever lis- 
tened to, but it is too long to be told 
here. It is enough to say that he became 
so good a lawyer that ho was made a 
judge, remaining on the bench till re 
tired by tho age limit. 
It was after he 


was too old to be n judge that he was 
elected to congress. 


Theso stories might be followed by 


hundreds—yes, thousands—of others like 
them, bnt enough iias been told to make 
the point clear.

This build- 
ing is sometimes locally known as the 
"microbe toaster." 


In it is a small room of brick built • 


over a steam boiler. I Inside this room 
a maze of steam pipes zigzags along 
tbe walls and across the celling over- 
head. There are iron, gratings in the 
floor, where steam ca<n be flushed up- 
ward. 


An operative engineer, called Sam, 


has charge of the steam-generating 
apparatus. The "roaster" is nomin- 
ally under control of t the city phy- 
sician, but practically' in charge of 
his subordinate, a humorous Irishman 
known as "Jim." 
1 Sam and Jim did all the 
disinfect- 


ing work, in company with "Skeet," 
Jim's little black and tan dog, who 
takes a great interest in the proceed- 
ings. 


Of course microbe roasting is not 


the most pleasant of vocations. When 
there have been cases, aud perhaps 
deaths, from small-pox, 
• diptheria, 


typhoid fever, scarlatina, or other con- 
tagious diseases, tho attending phy- 
sicians report to the city cLerk, who 
orders Jim to go with a large, closed 
cart to the residence where the case 
or cases occurred, and remove all in- 
fected 
clothing, 
bedding, carpets, 


etc., to the roaster. 


A temperature of 213 degrees Fah- 


renheit, maintained for a few hours, 
destroys the vitality of germs. Hence 
the occupation of Sam, Jim aud little 
Skeet. 


For several days of each week Jim 


is more or less busy collecting, par^ 
celing, and numbering property from 
infected houses. Each lot is kept 
scrupulously apart from all others. 
Great care is used to do the property 
no harm, save such as high tempera- 
ture necessarily causes. The city is 
responsible for unnecessary damage. 
Clothing, blankets, carpets, and such 
fabrics endure the heat of the microbe 
roaster well. Shoes, boots, and all 
leather goods suffer 
considerably.

About twice a week, Jim, having 


enough goods on hand to charge the 
roaster, signifies to Sam that he is 
ready for the house- warming, so to 
speak.

" THE WAR AND THE MISSIONS. 


Where They Are located and tho FonslMe 


Banger to Thorn. 


Every one interested in mission work 


in eastern Asia will watch with concern 
the war which has just broken out, 
anxious lest any personal friends be in 
danger and mission enterprises bo seri- 
ously hampered. Tho fact that all three 
counkies involved are mission, fields 
and fhat tho prominent cities of all are 
occupied with a greater or loss force of 
missionaries makes it necessary to look 
at the situation fairly and candidly. 


In Korea tho Presbyterian board oc- 


cupies Seoul, Fusau and Gerisan on the 
east coast and Pyeng-Yong in tho in- 
terior. Of these Fnsan nnd Gensan are 
the only places liable to injury from 
the Japanese fleet. But the work in 
both places is comparatively recent and 
not so well established as at Seoul. The 
Mothodist board has littlo established 
work outride of Seoul and has with- 
drawn all its missionaries from the in- 
terior stations to that city. 


The Society For the Propagation of 


tho Gospel, Church of England, has 
somo missionaries at Seonl and Che- 
mulpo. In Seonl the missionaries are 
practically safe, being under tho caro 
of the United States legation and tlio 
protection of Dinted States soldiers 
from the ship-of-wnr at Chemulpo, the 
port of Seonl. 
So far as Korerv is con- 


corned, therefore, there need bo no great 
nnxiety. 


Tn Japan tho principal port that may 


fear ntttick from tho Chinese fleet is 
Nagasaki, occupied by tho Reformed 
(Dutch) church, tho Methodist Episco- 
pal church nnrt tlio Church Missionary 
society of England. It is probable, how"- 
ever, according to the latest reports, 
that the foreign fleets will protect this 
city, nnd thus tho missionaries there 
need fear no attack. 
Tho same may bo 


said of Yokohama and Tokyo, whero al- 
most all of tlio missionary boards nro 
represented. 


Attention will bo especially attracted 


to China, for there, aside from the dan- 
ger of injury from tho Japanese fleets, 
there is the Ftill greater danger of inju- 
ry from the hostility of tho people. The 
action of tho foreign governments in 
enforcing tho neutrality of the ports of 
Amoy, Canton, Niiigpo, Chin-Kiang, 
Fuchan, Shanghai, Hankow and Tien- 
tsin, all of which nro mission stations, 
relievos tho situation, very much, ns 
there aro very few other cities along the 
coast thnt might suffer from an attack, 
almost the only one of importance be- 
ing 
Chefu, whero tho Presbytorian 


church and tho China lulaud mission 
have a largo force of laborers and cou- 
siderablo property. 


Tho greatest danger, however, to the 


missionaries, as wo Imvo said, is not 
from tho Japanese fleets, biit from the 
hostility of the Chinese to all foreigners 
without drawing distinction between 
Europeans and Americans, on tho .one 
hand and tho'hated Japanese.—Inde- 
pendent.
